The largest, run- 
hing down ‘the centre of the building, has a 
carrying capacity of 50,090 Ibs., while the other 
two can each, lift 20,000 Ibs, The premises are 
tall and airy, exceptionally well-lighted, and 
without: doubt one of the beste: juipped ‘work: 
shops:i in the'East, The brass-finishing shop i is, 
on an ‘ntérmediate floor at the upper end of 
the west bay, and has been ‘opened only during 
the past three orfour months. It is approached 
“by a flight of. stairs at the extreme corner. of 
‘the engine and fitting. shop, , Between filty and 
sixty mien are constantly employed in working 
onthe many brass fittiigs and appliances which 
go towards the building or repairing of a ship. 


| ‘The place, which is. kept beautifully clean, |: 
isa spattern which’ might’ well ba copied, 


although in this respect it should be mentioned 
that‘all' the shops belonging to the company 
Present a smart and businesslike appearance, 
Anather, and’a very i rtant building, is the 
smithy, divided into three bays,’ each 32 feet 
wide and aco feet long.. It is a weird scene on 
busy ‘days when close upon seventy fires are 
toring and nearly as many anvils are ringing 
to the’ rhythmic stroke of hammers, “There is 
also a forging furnace, several cranes and half 
a dozen steam hammers. Adjoining this build- 
ing, and occupying about as much floor area, 
is the forge and large hammers—one of ten 
tons, one of five and one’ of three. The to-ton 
hammer, which is one of Righy’s patents, after 
“having been erected and successfully put to 
work was damaged in July last year by the 
falling ‘of several thousand tons of earth and 
houlders from the hill immediately behind the 
forge. This has. all been cleared away, the 
hammer is agai ‘in working order, and the hill. 
side cemented’ from top to bottom. In this 
building, besides the hammers, there are four 
steam cranes—one to lift 25 tong, two of 15 tons 
and one of five tons—two open hearths and 
three puddling furnaces. The shop devoted to 
foundry woriis particularly interesting, although 
one has to be constantly on the alert for 
stray sparks which fly in all directions when 
the moulten iron or brass is emptied from the 
ladles into the moulds. ‘In one corner, may be,- 
thé finished mould is ‘being’ artificially dried, 
while in another an ‘anchor, propeller ‘or 
cylinder, i in a liquid state is cooling i in the sand, 
“There ‘are two hydraulic cratiés on the wall 
and threg’s Steam cranes in oiher paits of the 
building, Away across the yard is the pattera 
‘room, where many men are employed making: 
patterns and afterwards seeing that they are 
properly docketed and placed in the store room 
adjoining the building. Three wood turning 
lathes, a circular saw and driving engine are 
in constant use in the manufacture of the 
numerous odd-looking patterns, The boiler 
makers department 1s well worth a visit if one 
can stand the constant rattle of hammers, 
There are several interesting machines to be 
seen’ there, including powerful, punching 
and shearing machines and hydraulic rivetters, 
Turning back again. one may notice a 
building: in the“course of re-erection by the 
side of the engine ‘and fitting shop. This 
was part of the old engine shop, and is ‘to be 
used in connection with the electric: drive for 
the engine works, and for lighting the yard, and 
dacks, and driving machines’ and tools. Two 
new boilers, which have been on the: premises for 
several months past, have been satisfactorily 
tested and ‘placed in the power house, and 
the engines, dynamos, ejettric motors and 
condensing plant are now ready’ to be 
laid down, In another building close by are 
a couple of noisy machines for working the 
hydraulic and .compressed air installations, 
which have been considerably, augmented ‘of 
late by thenddition of new tools, such as caul- 
kers, rivetters and drills. In the shipwrights’ 
depaitment is a steam saw mill with many 
circular, vertical and band saws, and also a 
complete plant of wood-working machinery -of 
the most modern and improved type. An up- 
to-date galvanizing plant by electrical deposit 
has been laid down, and the largest’ class .of 
work can be executed. By the side of this 
building is the: Coppersmith and” pluinbing 
department, and in other parts of the yard: are 
‘the stores for diving apparatus, wrecking Reat, 
fire engine, appliances, oakum, and paint.
